New Soil Conservation Practice 
Of Subsoiling Added to Farming 
By Hayti Cotton Planter, Ginner 


M. R. Rowland, cotton planter 
and ginner seven miles north of 
Hayti, recently added a new soil 
conservation practice to his regular 
farming operations — that of sub- 
scilmg. 
Results to date give every indi­ 
cation that this practice may have 
a profound effect on farming oper­ 
ations on heavy soils of the Mis­ 
souri delta. "Increased crop yields 
last year on cotton and soybeans 
gave conclusive evidence that this 
practice pays off," Rowland said. 
By breaking up or shattering the 
pd)w sole and subsoil, this prac­ 
tice increases the rate of mois­ 
ture infiltration, thus increasing 
storage of moisture in the sub­ 
soil and increases the feeding rang 
of plant roots. It also makes for 
better aeriation, thus increasing ef­ 
ficiency in the use of commercial 
fertilizers. 
Could Save Labor 
It may prove to be a labor saver 
on irigation because by increasing 
rate of infiltration of moisture an 
operator can get over his field 
rrtuch more quickly with his irri­ 
gation system, thus cutting labor 
coMs 
Howland has subsoiled 720 acres 
and suggests that the best proced- 
ui* he has found in this territory 
is to plant early beans, combine 
the beans as quickly as possible, 
subsoil and then bed the land, seed­ 
ing to vetcH or rye and vetch as a 
winter cover crop. This, he said, 
fits right in with his other farming 
operations. Subsoiling or shattering 
gives best results while the soil 
is dry, he pointed out, and by doing 
the job immediately after combin­ 
ing early beans usually catches the 
land at a time when soil moisture 
is short. 
Another benefit in favor of the 
practice, as he pointed out. is that 
of drainage. Most of our delta soils 
have been cultivated at a given 
depth since first coming out of tim ­ 
ber, thus developing a tight im per­ 
vious plow sole at the depth to 
which land has been worked year 
after year. This has meant, of 
course, that rainfall had to run off 
or evaporate, but by using the sub­ 
soiling practice a great moisture 
storage reservoir is created to be 
used by plant roots later and at 
the same tim e allowing surface 
soil to dry out more quicklv for 
cultivation. Ib is was particularly 
true this past season, he said. 
Rowland stressed the importance 
of depth in carrying out this prac­ 
tice, stating much better results 
could be expected by shattering to 
a depth of 22 to 24 inches. The 
actyal payoff was on increased 
yields, he stated. Both cotton and 
soybeans are deep feeders and 
while an accurate check could not 
be made on cotton last year, Row­ 
land said he did have a distinct 
increase in yields. Soybeans, on 
which a closer check was made, 
gave him an increase of 55 per cent 
Over beans on the same soil type 
that had not been subsoiled. This 
is rather a fantastic figure but let’s 
remember that last year's soybean 
average yields were low all over 
the delta. Rowland averaged 12 
Bushels on land not subsoiled but 
beans on subsoiled land averaged 
18,6 bushels. 
The accompanying photograph 


well illustrates what happens to 
cotton roots when they reach the 
plow sole or hard pan as compared 
to their growth on land that has 
been subsoiled. Drawing a compar­ 
ison, Rowland asked, 
"Did you 
ever try growing cotton in the mid­ 
dle of a road bed that has been 
packed for years?" "That tells the 
story and well illustrates what has 
happened to our soiils over t h e 
years. By plowing or bedding at 
the same depth year after year, 
cur heavy wheel tractors have tend­ 
ed to compact the subsoils so tight 
that water and air can’t move 
through,” he said. 
Crawlers Kept Busy 
Because this practice paid off so 
well on 300 acres that was sub­ 
soiled in the spring of 1954 Rowland 
has kept his crawler tractors busy 
this past fall and now has some 
75 acres ready for his 1955 crop. 
He pointed out still another bene­ 
fit from the practice. "There are 
no more wet pot holes left as evi-’ 
denced by even stands of vetch on 
my subsoiled land," he said. He 
added that on lands not subsoiled 
they could always expect vetch to 
drown out on such spots before sub­ 
soiling.

Influence of Season On 
Performance of Pigs 
Season of farrowing does have an 
effect on performance of pigs. This 
was shown by a test conducted re­ 
cently at the Missouri Agricultural 
Experiment Station. The purpose of 
the test was to determ ine if there 
is a difference in performance of 
sows and pigs in fall and spring 
seasons and to see if there are 
differences within each season. 
Here are sorn^ of the results of 
the test. The sows farrowed an av­ 
erage of 
more pigs in thc fall 
than in the spring but this was due 
mostly to the age of the sows.

Cattle Kept Gaining 
Make Better Carcasses 
In a feeding study carried out by 
thc Missouri Agricultural Experi­ 
ment Station — cattle fed through 
the winter to gain weight produces 
more desirable carcasses than cat­ 
tle wintered on low grade rough­ 
ages and which lost weight. Report­ 
ing at Spring Livestock Day at the 
University of Missouri recently — 
a member of the University’s ani- 
i al husbandry departm ent said 
that carcasses of the cattle that 
lost weight had a different fat dis­ 
tribution than those on a better ra­ 
tion. Their fat was deposited on the 
outside of the carcasses and be­ 
tween the muscles instead of with­ 
in the muscles. Also, these carcas­ 
ses graded lower and showed more 
variation. 
After being pastured during the 
summer — both groups of cattle 
were put on dry lot rations and 
finished to a choice grade. This 
f nishing took about two months 
longer for the cattle that had lost 
v eight the previous winter. 
The animal husbandm an said 
his exoeriment was conducted at 
thc Missouri Station because in­ 
creasing emphasis is being placed 
r maximum use of roughages and 
pasture for beef production.

The usual treatm ent is 2 pounds 
of actual toxaphene or 4 ounces of 
dieldrin per acre. These dosages 
will . also control certain other in­ 
sects like clover leaf weevils.

calls about cutworms in gardens, 
I think it possible that they are 
unusually late or may not be as 
numerous as usual. Where just a 
few plants are involved, many 
folks use cardboard collars made 
by cutting paper cylinders into 
strips about 4 inches long and set­ 
ting them over the plants. T i n 
cans with both the tops and bot­ 
toms cut out will serve the same 
purpose. Another solution is to add 
one teaspoon of lindane wettable 
powder or two tablespoons of 65 
per cent chlordane emulsifiable 
concentrate to each gallon water 
that is used to set the soil as the 
plants are set out. 
Garden Weed Control 
While the most common way of 
controlling weeds in gardens con­ 
tinues to be by use of cultivator 
and a hand hoe. there are certain 
other methods which might well be 
used more often. Certain Vegeta­ 
ble crops are well adapted to 
mulching. For this purpose such 
materials as straw, cotton hulls, or 
sawdust may be used. Mulching is 
particularly well adapted to such j 
vegetables as tomatoes, potatoes, 
egg plant, pepper, beans and corn. 
At the present time there are a 
number of chemical weed killers 
on the market which can serve 
very well in some situations. Sev- 
l era! of these need to be tested 
farther before they can be recom­ 
mended. There is at least one ex­ 
ception. Crag herbicide is a ma­ 
terial which kills germinated seed-, 
j lings for a two to four week period, j 
It has been most sucessful on 
strawberries but can be adapted to 
several other garden crops. Weeds 
in rows of carrots or parsnips can 
be readily killed without t h e ! 
slighest injury to the vegetables 
bv spraying or sprinkling with or-1 
dinarv Stoddard solvent that can 
usually be bought at clothes clean­ 
ing 
establishments. 
Remember, 
this treatm ent is to be confined 
strictly 
to 
these two, vegetates 
since it will kill all others. 
A weed killer not to be used 
around the garden is 2. 4-D since 
almost all vegetable plants are ex­ 
tremely sensitive to 2,4-D. Another 
reason for not using it on garden 
crops is that when a sprayer or 
sprinkler has once had 2.4-D in it 
it is almost impossible to prevent 
the residue of this herbicide from 
injurving such sensitive plants as 
tomatoes.

We can look at this problem from 
the point of how many ears we are 
going to need to make a satisfac­ 
tory yield. Average ears in good 
corn will usually weigh about a 
half pound or a little more. There­ 
fore. about 10.000 to 14,000 oars 
will be required to make a hun­ 
dred bushels. 
There arc two ways we can get 
large yields with planting rates low 
enough that they will still produce 
some corn in unfavorable years. 
We can plant varieties which pro­ 
duce more than one ear per stalk. 
However, these varieties tend to 
mature rather late. Perhaps a bet­ 
ter method is to use a variety that 
grows a bigger ear. 
As for actual planting rates, the 
upper limit on our very best soils 
is probably about 14,000 to 16,000 
stalks per acre. On upper average 
soils we might plant for 12,000 to 
14.000 stalks per acre. And on our 
average land. 10,000 to 12.000 stalks 
would probably be best. At the lat­ 
ter rate of planting, stalks would 
be about 12 to 14 inches apart in a 
42 inch row. For 12,000 to 14.000 
stalks, the spacing should be about 
9 to 12 inches. 
These lower planting rates will 
average the best yields over a per­ 
iod of years. They will produce 
good yields in favorable seasons 
and should come through with some 
yield in unfavorable seasons. 
Influence of Season On 
Performance of Pigs 
Season of farrowing does have an 
effect on perform ance of pigs. This 
was shown by a test conducted re­ 
cently at the Missouri Agricultural 
Experiment Station. The purpose of 
the test was to determ ine if there 
is a difference in performance of 
sows and pigs in fall and spring 
seasons and to see if there arc 
differences within each season.

The sows farrowed an av­ 
erage of 1 ^ more pigs in the fall 
than in the spring but this was due 
mostly to the age of the sows.

octurred in cold weather in spite 
of the use of heat bulbs. No differ­ 
ence in growth rate was noted.

Cattle Kept Gaining 
Make Better Carcasses 
In a feeding study carried out by 
the Missouri Agricultural Experi­ 
ment Station — cattle fed through 
the winter to gain weight produces 
more desirable carcasses than cat­ 
tle wintered on low grade rough­ 
ages and which lost weight. Report­ 
ing at Spring Livestock Day at the 
University of Missouri recently — 
a member of the University’s ani- 
i a1 husbandry departm ent said 
that carcasses of the cattle that 
lost weight had a different fat dis­ 
tribution than those on a better ra­ 
tion. Their fat was deposited on the 
outside of the carcasses and be­ 
tween the muscles instead of with­ 
in the muscles. Also, these carcas­ 
ses graded lower and showed more 
variation. 
After being pastured during the 
summer — both groups of cattle 
were put on dry lot rations and 
finished to a choice grade. This 
flushing took about two months 
longer for the cattle that had lost 
v eight the previous winter.

after year. This has meant, of 
course, that rainfall had to run off 
or evaporate, but by using the sub­ 
soiling practice a great moisture 
storage reservoir is created to be 
used by plant roots later and at 
the same time allowing surface 
soil to dry out more quicklv for 
cultivation. This was particularly 
true this past season, he said. 
Rowland stressed the importance 
of depth in carrying out this prac­ 
tice, stating much better results 
couki be expected bv shattering to 
a depth of 22 to 24 inches. The 
actual payoff was on increased 
yields, he stated. Both cotton and 
soybeans are deep feeders and 
while an accurate check could not 
be made on cotton last year. Row­ 
land said he did have a distinct 
increase in yields 
Soybeans, on 
which a closer check was made, 
gave him an increase of 55 per cent 
over beans on the same soil type 
that had not been subsoiled. This 
is rather a fantastic figure but let’s 
remember that last year’s soybean 
average yields were low all over 
the delta. Rowland averaged 12 
bushels on land not subsoiled but 
beans on subsoiled land averaged 
18.6 bushels.

well illustrates what happens to 
cotton roots when they reach the 
plow sole or hard pan as compared 
to their growth on land that has 
been subsoiled. Drawing a compar­ 
ison, Rowland asked, 
“Did you

packed for years?” “That tells the 
story and well illustrates what has 
happened to our soiils over t h e 
years.

Subsoiling or shattering 
gives best results while the soil 
is dry, he pointed out, and by doing 
the job immediately after combin­ 
ing early beans usually catches the 
land at a time when soil moisture 
is short.

ber, thus developing a tight imper-j 
vious plow sole at the depth to. 
which land has been worked year 
after year. This has meant, of 
course, that rainfall had to run off 
or evaporate, but by using the sub­ 
soiling practice a great moisture 
storage reservoir is created to be 
used by plant roots later and at 
the same time allowing surface 
soil to dry out more quickly for 
cultivation. This was particularly 
true this past season, he said. 
Rowland stressed the importance 
of depth in carrying out this prac­ 
tice, stating much better results 
could be expected bv shattering to 
a depth of 22 to 24 inches. Tho 
actual payoff was on increased 
yields, he stated. Both cotton and 
soybeans are deep feeders and 
while an accurate check could not 
be made on cotton last year. Row­ 
land said he did have a distinct 
increase in yields. Soybeans, on 
which a closer check was made, 
gave him an increase of 55 per cent 
over beans on the same soil type 
that had not been subsoiled. This 
is rather a fantastic figure but let’s 
remem ber that last year’s soybean 
average yields were low all over 
the delta. Rowland averaged 12 
bushels on land not subsoiled but 
beans on subsoiled land averaged 
18.6 bushels.

well illustrates what happens to 
cotton roots when they reach the 
plow sole or hard pan as compared 
to their growth on land that has 
been subsoiled.
